The path of the total 
ellipse passes through the Caribbean1 
Sea, Mexico, the northern part of low­ 
er California and the 
northeastern 
part of the Pacific Ocean. 
The partial eclipse in Gettysburg is 
looked for this afternoon starting at 
3:40 o'clock, with the middle phase at 
4:37 and the close ct 5:30 o’clock. 
.Smoked glasses and colored goggles 
of all descriptions have been prepared 
, by residents in anticipation of the de­ 
sire to view the phenomenon without 
injury to the eyes.

or other glass through which to gaze 
at the bright light of the sun.

in the darkness of night, in the A t­ 
lantic, off the mouth of the Orinoco 
river. 
Night In Day Time 
T hat midnight shadow, 150 
miles 
wide, will charge across the earth at 
the speed of the e a rth ’s rotation— 
1.000 miles an hour. 
Persons stand­ 
ing on a mountain top Will see the 
shadow coming, like a 
black 
cone 
reaching from the moon to the earth, 
and then all nature will feel the e f­ 
fects; flowers will close, chickens go 
to roost, while man alone of creation

In the path of totality the light will 
be about half as bright as on a moon­ 
light night, and one will not be able to 
tell time on a watch.

The American Red Cross which 
in reality is a 
government agency 
showed no less promptness in throw­

their stores. 
That the * opportunity presented 
Americans to take part in the great­ 
est humanitarian work since that of 
binding up the wounds of overseas 
victims of the World war will not 
be lost is assured from the manner 
in which the* response has been made* 
on previous occasions. 
The need is 
pressing. Thousands are facing star­ 
vation. They will starve unless out­ 
side assistance comes to their rescue.

Miss A nna Forrest, of Littlestown, 
a foreign missionary of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, who was workuip 
in Japan during the fire and e a rth ­ 
quake of 1891, has loft her home in 
this county for New' York, from where 
she ?a:led this morning for a y ear’s 
trip to India, China m d Japan. 
Miss 
Forrest has several relatives in the 
present stricken area of Japan, and 
she is anxiously aw aiting reports of 
their whereabouts. 


Miss Forrest, in an interview given 
last week, gave a vivid description of 
her memories of the 1891 earthquake. 
“ I cannot and will not believe the 
| reports a t present received 
in 
this 
country regarding the Japanese ca­ 
tastrophe. 
They resemble the reports 
received here of the ’quake of ’91, 
w h’ch later proved to be very incor­ 
rect. 
Hundreds of thousands of per­ 
sons were reported killed at th.xt time 
and cities destroyed, hut, when the 
corret*: facts were known, fata'ities 
were Y\‘ ted at 2,000 rind none of the 
cities c r towns were entirely destroy­ 
ed. 
“ I w as in the city of N ayoga, about 
218 miles from Yokohama, with two 
other m iss:onaries when 
the 
’quake 
cam e. 
W ithin a period of forty-eight 
hours there were 360 earthquakes. 
Fire followed, hut it was checked be­ 
fore any cities had been destroyed. 
Fourteen were wounded and four were 
killed in Nayoga. 
Among the injured 
i wore my two co-workers, 
both 
of 
whom survived. 
’‘According to the reports I have 
read there is a w ater famine, 
lf this 
is the case more deaths will result 
from the natives* drinking impure w a­ 
ter, taken from surface well', than 
! from the ’quake and fire.
